Pressing their attack by land and 
sea, the Russians have captured 
Turkey's most important port o 
the Black Sea— Trebisond. The 
port and outlying defenses had been 
strongly fortified since the fall of 
Erzerum and the Turkish garrison 
was estimated at three full divisions. 
On the front in France inclement 
weather has impeded the activity of 
the troops around Verdun, in all 
the sector of which there have been 
only intermittent bombardments. 
The only infantry attacks in France 
or Belgium have taken place along 
the British end of the line, where at 
several points the British have en- 
tered German trenches or shaken 
off German attempts at attack.

N FEAR OF THE WORST,

Official Washington in Ignorance of 
the Real Intentions of Wilson. 


Swift Developments in the Submarine Controversy 
are Expected in the Course of this Day, When the 
and the Senate in Joint Session. 


ASHINGTON, April 18. — 
President Wilson will lay the 
submarine crisis before Con- 

gress tomorrow. In the hall of the 
House of Representatives at 1 
o'clock in the afternoon, with Con- 
gress seated before him in joint 
session, the President will speak the 
last words of the United States to 
Germany in the grave situation, 
which has kept the two nations on 


year. 

Developments yet undisclosed and 
of the most solemn importance are 
expected to follow quickly. 

An ultimatum to Germany and 
even the severance of diplomatic re- 
lations are two most likely eventual- 
ities. 

At 10 o'clock tomorrow morning 
the President will receive at the 
White House Chairmen Stone and 
Flood of the Congressional commrtt- 
tees dealing with foreign affairs, and 
Senator Lodge and Representative 
Cooper, the ranking Republican 
mem bers. 

The often-repeated statement 
from the White House and by ad- 
ministration officials that before 
breaking off diplomatic relations 
with Germany the President would 
fully advise the heads of the foreign 
affairs committees was recalled to- 


forerunner of a development of ut- 
most gravity. 
FEAR THE WORST. 

Tonight all official Washington, 
fearing the worst and hoping for the 
best, is practically in ignorance of 
the details of the President's plans. 

Soon after noon today and just 
after the Cabinet had departed, the 
President summoned Secretary Tu- 
He instructed him to go to 
the Capitol at 4:30 o’clock, and not 
before, and arrange for a jornt ses- 
sion of the House and Senate at 1 
o'clock tomorrow afternoon. The 
President did not state his purpose 
to his Secretary and instructed him 
specifically to inform the leaders he 
had no knowledge of the President's 
design further than that important 
affairs were to be communicated to 
Congress. 

Promptly at the hour named his 
secretary went to the President's 
room in the Capitol and sent for 
Chairman Stone and Majority Lead- 
er Kern. After a hurried confer- 
ence they went to the House side 
and talked with Majority Leader 
Kitchin.

In fact you may say that the Ger- 
man recruit marches all the time. 
He starts out before daybreak in 
the morning and does not return un- 
til late in the afternoon. All this 
route marching is done in “full 
marching order“ with a heavy knap- 
sack, entrenching tool, blankets, etc. 
The German recruit marches until 
he is a tough as sole leather. One 
of the German officers told me how 
some Japanese military observers at- 
tempted to go out on a practice 
march with the German troops dur- 
ing the Boxer rebellion in China. 
Although the German soldiers con- 
sidered it only an ordinary hike, 
every Japanese observer collapsed 
and had to be carried back. 

HOW GERMANS TRAIN. 

It may be interesting to state as 
briefly as possible some of the mili- 
tary exercises that were in progress 
at some of the training camps I 
visited in Germany. ; 

In Juterbog, I saw several com- 
panies of infantry at work on two 
propositions. They were “taking 
cover” on an advance through a 
small wood. That is to say, they were 
taught how to flit from tree to tree, 
firing as they advanced. After this, 
they changed to a battle exercise in 
the trenches. A series of trenches 
like those in active service had been 
constructed. The men were crawling 
on their hands and knees from a 
rear trench through an approach 
trench to the first line rifle pits. 
The point of this work, of course, 
was to teach them to “keep down’ 
and not expose themselves as they 
advanced through the very shallow 
trenches. They had to wiggle along 
on their stomachs. 

At Liepzig, a field of probably a 
thousand acres was filled with sol- 
diers working in detached companies. 
Evéry captain was drilling his own 
men. I remember that one com- 
pany was drilling in company ma- 
neuvers much as our National 
Guardsmen do in the drill ball. All 
the others were working at every- 
thing except that. Three or four 
were advancing and tak- 
ng 
forw 

Two other companies were lined 
up facing each other with padded 
bayonets and were fencing. I didn't 
see any soldiers going through the 
almless process of fighting an 
imaginary foe by what we call “bay- 
onet exercises.“ This was a fierce 
combat. 

Two batteries of artillery were fir- 
ing and moving rapidly to the rear. 
A — 1 of uhlans were riding 
around the country roads. 

PRACTICAL WORK. 


At Frankfort, I saw more soldiers 
fighting with bayonets. One com- 
pany was scaling a high wall, the 
soldiers were weighted down with 
heavy blanket rolls. : . 

Two other companies were scat- 
ptered around the barracks yard, the 
soldiers working at rifle-aiming ex- 
ercises under the eyes of . sharp- 
shooters: 

At the artillery barracks, a troop 
of cavalry and a field battery were 
working together. The guns were 
going through the motions of “indi- 
rect fire’’—in which the canoneers 
do not see the object at which they 
are shooting. While they fired this 
way, the cavalry troop came charg- 
ing up from the flank and rear. The 
problem of the gunners was to quick- 
ly wheel their guns and change to 
direct fire against this cavalry. 

While this battery was on this job, 
another battery was going through 
a very tough riding exercise. In the 
middie of the big barracks yard was 
a big mound of earth. Over this the 
guns rode at a full gallop, the horses 
wildly leaping and the guns bounda- 
ing in the air with à fearful lurch. 
The cannoneers had to hang on as 
best they could. . 

Down at Mainz, we saw them 

working in trenches with dummy 
hand grenades. They also had rifles 
on fixed rests. The recruits sighted 
these rifles from the rests, their aim 
being then corrected by sharpshoot- 
ers. All this work was as practical 
as working in an overall factory and 
had as much pomp and display as 
digging ditches. 
‘* The officers told me with great re- 
gret that owing to the unusual de- 
mand for men (the Germans were 
then attacking on both fronts) they 
would have to let the recruits go out 
with only fourteen weeks of this 
training.

Grave Issues 
Hasten the Action.

WASHINGTON, April 18.—An 
army reorganization bill that would 
produce regular army and reserve 
military forces in the United States 
aggregating a million men was 
passed by the Senate tonight without 
a record vote. It is a substitute for 
the Hay bill passed by the House and 
the differences will be worked out in 
conference. 

On the eve of a joint session of the 
houses of Congress to hear a mes- 
sage from the President on grave 
international issues, the Senate has- 
tened completion of the bill amid 
scenes of excitement, repeatedly re- 
jecting all amendments pending to 
reduce the proposed strengthening of 
the army. 

Bound by a parliamentary agree- 
ment to take a final vote before ad- 
journment, the Senate had settled 
down for a protracted session. Many 
amendments remained to be disposed 
of when the usual hour for adjourn- 
ment passed, although some of the 
most important, including one passed 
late in the day fixing the peace 
strength of the standing army at 
250,000, were out of the way. 


REACHED TWO WEEKS AGO. 


The agreement to vote on the bill 
today was reached two weeks ago 
and Vice-President Marshall, en- 
forcing the determination of the ad- 
ministration leaders to speed up the 
preparedness programme, ruled that 
a vote was required by midnight. 

The amendment making the 
army’s peace strength 250,000, in- 
stead of 180,000 as provided in the 
bill as framed by tht Military Com- 
mittee, was adopted 43 to 37, 22 Re- 
publicans and 21 Democrats voting 
for it. A proposal to make the fig- 
ure 150,000 previously had been re- 
jected, 66 to 13. A peace strength 
of only 140,000 is provided for the 
army bill passed by the House and 
a sharp contest over that feature is 
looked for in eonference. 


Another amendment adopted to- 


day would create a reserve regular 
army force in time of War to be com- 
posed of school and college youths, 
and to provide a means of recruit- 
ing the proposed volunteer army 
force. The proposal submitted by 
Senator Hardwick was agreed to 56 
to 24, the result coming as a sur- 
prise to Senators on both sides of 
the chambér, since predictions open- 
ly had been made that the volunteer 
army feature, already included in the 
bill, would be rejected in conference. 
COLLEGE INSTRUCTION, 

Senator Hardwick's amendment 
provides for military instruction by 
commissioned army officers under di- 
rection of the Secretary of War in 
every school and college in the 
United States having 100 or more 
male students over 15 years of age, 
when authorities of such schools ap- 
ply for such instruction and the re- 
quisite number of students agree to 
accept the training and to become 
a part of the reserve force of the 
army of the nation. Application for 
the training would be purely volun- 
tary, but all students over 18 years 
old receiving training would be sub- 
ject to a call to the colors by the 
President in time of war or threat- 
ened war during their training termi. 

The Senate also agreed to an 
amendment reducipg the proposed 
term of enlistment in the regular 
army from seven to five years, and 
the proposed term with the colors 
from four to two, thus giving each 
enlisted man three years in the regu- 
lar reserve. 3 

Senator Cummins's amendment to 
increase the number of officers in the 
ordnance —— to 126, instead 
of the eighty-five at present, or 109 
provided for in the bill, was defeat- 
ed, as was the Hitchcock amend- 
ment to fix the number of officers 
on the General Staff at fifty-two, in- 
stead of at thirty-eight as at pres- 
ent, or ninety-seven as provided in 
the bill. An amendment by Sona- 
tor Reed prohibiting enlisted men 
from leaving their posts to engage

GOVERNMENT ORGANS BDAME 
THE LIBERALS;

ATHENS, April 17, 1 p.m. (via 
Paris, April 18.—-The Liberal morn- 
ing papers comment bitterly today on 
the action of the police during the 
rioting yesterday while the govern- 
ment organs throw the blame on 
the Liberals. It fs announced that 
Liberal meetings will be resumed aft- 
er Easter, the Liberal party mean- 
while taking action against the po- 
lice authorities for allowing, N is 
alleged, the presence at their meét- 
ings of agents whose object was to 
provoke riotous events. 

“I beg you to bring the events of 
yesterday and the earnest protest of 
a majority of Greeks to the knowl- 
edge of the American people, who 
have struggled for so long to estab- 


lish free speech as the fundamental 
right of free peoples,” said ex-Pre- 
mier Venizelos today to the Asso- 
ciated Press. 

“Here in Greece we are confront- 
ed by the question whether we are 
to have a democracy presidea over 
by a king or whether at this hour 
in our history we must accept the 
doctrine of the divine rights of 
kings. 

“The present government repre- 
sents in no sense the majority of 
the Hellenic people. We Liberals 
twice within a year received the vote 
of the majority. At the last elec- 
tion, which w nothing more than 
a burlesque the free exerctse of 
the right of suffrage, we were not 
willing to participate in a farcical 
formality where, owing to the mob- 
ilization, it would have been pos- 
sible, as indeed it was the govern- 
ment's intention, to keep the Lib- 
eral voters with the colors and not 
allow them to cast their ballots, 
while their opponents would be 
given every facility to crush the 
Liberal party by a vote which could 
not have represented more than a 
small minority of the Greek peo- 


ple. 

“We refused to take part in this 
sinister comedy. The present gov- 
ernment of Greece is, therefore, in 
no wise representative, and we Lib- 
erals have left us only our right of 
free speech and free assemblage, 
guaranteed by the constitution, as 
the sole means of taking counsel 
among ourselves; of trying to en- 
lighten the opinion of the country 
and perhaps of exercising a pacific 
pressure of the will of the majority 


ing the majority. 

“Now it is even sought to deny 
us this. The meetings organized by 
the Liberal party were not even 
those free and open ones to which 
we have every right. 
were held in inclosed butidings. 
Those who came to them were in- 
vited, but the police threw out our 
doorkeepers, put in their own and 
let enter whomsoever they, the po- 
lice, wanted to be present at our 
meetings. 

“It is a denial of every constitu- 
tional liberty. You yourself have 
witnessed with what patience we 
Liberals—a majority of the Greek 
people—have submitted for months 
to a government which is in no 
wise constitutional. 

“The moment has come when the 
position of the highest functionary, 
which every king of the Hellenes 
ought to occupy, must so strictly be 
defined that it will forever be im- 
possible to raise again the question 
of divine right of kings in Greece; 
it will forever be impossible for any 
government hiding behind the per- 
son of the sovereign to arrogate to 
itself rights which reside only in 
the whole Hellenic people.

Will Try to Force New Wage 
Scale on All Ships.

New York Boat Owners Ready 
to Forestall Strike.

NEW TORK, April 18.—Encour- 
aged by the action of several steam- 
ship companies in granting the de- 
mands of seamen for advances in 
wages, officers of the International 
Seamen’s Union asserted today that 
a widespread attempt to put the new 
wage scale into effect on every craft 
carrying American sailors would be 
made on May 1. This, they said, 
would apply not only to vessels in 
the Atlantic Coast service, but to 
trans-Atlantic steamships and those 
on the Great Lakes. . 

In the demands for increased pay 
are included not only ordinary sea- 
men, but marine engineers, firemen, 
ollers, coal passers, stewards, cooks 
and waiters. The increases obtained 
here have ranged almost $2.50 to $10 
amonth. Ordinary seamen obtained 
the greatest increase, their wages ad- 
vancing to $45 a month. The wait- 
ers asked $30 a month, firemen $45, 
oilers $50 and boatswains $55. 

Henry Griffine, vice-president of 
the International Seamen’s Union, 
said he believed the movement for 
a wage increase would become in- 
ternational because of the great ac- 
tivity in shipping. The International 
Transport Workers’ Federation, with 
which the American seamen are af- 
fililated, includes 600,000 shipping 
workers. 

Officers of the New York Boat 
Owners’ Association said today they 
had received demands for Increases 
in pay amounting to 60 per cent. The 
assocation has advertised for new 
men to forestall a possible strike. 

Union leaders continued their ef- 
forts today to have other lines sign 
the new scale. 

Leaders of the Seamen's Union an- 
nounced that the Savannah steam- 
ship line had agreed to the new wage 
schedule, releasing the steamers City 
of Columbia, which was detained 
here for several hours last night, and 
the Naccochee, which had been held 
at Boston since Saturday by a strike. 
They said also that Grace & &Co., 
whose steamers ply between New 
York and South American ports, 
granted the new scale.

WASHINGTON, April 18.—Ma- 
jority Leader Kitchin reported to- 
night to the House that the con- 
ferees of the House and Senate had 
been unable to agree on the sugar 
bill. Tomorro he will ask the 
House to r m its original posi- 
tion favoring absolute repéal of the 
free sugar law, instead of agreeing 
to the Senate amendment to post- 
pone placing sugar on the free list 
only until May 1, 1920. 
There is a strong belief in the 
Senate that eventually the House 
bill will have to be agreed to. In a 
final unsuccessful effort to line up 
the conferees in favor of the Sen- 
ate amendment today, Senator Sim- 
mons reported that President Wilson 
has told him that he favored the 
amendment. 
A caucus of Democratic Senators 
has been called for tomorrow night 
to discuss the situation. Leaders on 
both sides of the Capitol are ur- 
ing the necessity of immediate ac- 
tion on the bill. If the Underwood- 
Simmons law ia permitted to go in- 
to effect on May 1 the present tax 
of 1 cent a pound on all sugar im- 
portations, or about $45,000,000 a 
year, will be lost.

House Committee Agrees on. 
Measure Which will Make Avail- 
able Sum for Next Five 
Years to Control Inundations 
in 8 River Systems. 


[BY . P. NIGHT WIRE.] 
WASHINGTON, April 18.—A bill 
authorizing the appropriation of 
$45,000,000 for the protection of 
the Mississippi River against floods 
and $5,600,000 for flood protection 
of the Sacramento Riyer to be 
spent in five years was agreed up- 
on today by the House Committee 
on od Control and was intro- 
duced by Chairman Humphrey of 
Mississippi. 

Under the bill, the State of Call- 
fornia also will pay $5,600,000 and 
property owners $30,000,000 for 
the reclamation work on the Sacfa- 
mento and its tributaries. 

Chairman Humphreys announced 
that the committee was confident 
the bill would become a law before 
the end of this session of Congress. 
Its submission to the House fol- 
lows a visit by the committee made 
to the Mississippi River when the 
recent flood was at its height, and 
exhaustive hearings since then. 
Bankers, planters, lawyers, army 
engineers and civil engineers, advo- 
cated the proposed work. 

PURPOSE OF BILL. 

“The bill 16 for continuing work 
on the Mississippi River under the 
Mississippi River Commission,” said 
Mr. Humphreys, “and authorizes 
the commission to expend $45,000,- 
000 in the next five years. The ex- 
pectation is that about $6,000,000 a 
year will be used in levee buildi 
and to this will be added $2,000,00 
annually by the levee districts. In 
addition $3,000,000 will be en- 
pended for revetment to prevent 
the banks from caving. ‘ 
“The bill also carried $5,600,000 
for the Sacramento River. Califor- 
nia, to be expended at a rate not to 
exceed $1,000,000 a year, and on 
condition that the State of Cali- 
fornia contribute an equal amount. 
“These two projects were selected 
because they are the only two in 
the United States which have been 
thoroughly studied by the army en- 
gineers and worked out in every de- 
tail and favorably recommended by 
them. In addition to these proj- 
ects, machinery is created in the 
War Department whereby any ex- 
aminations and surveys can here- 
after be made as they are author- 
ized from time to time by Con- 
gress, the purpose being to give 
every project for flood control in 
the country a day in court if its 
magnitude is such as to warrant aid 
from the Federal government.” 

The $30,000,000 expendfture by 
ronerty owners in the Sacramento 
Valley, counted on by the commit- 
tee, is to be made under the plans 
of the California Debris Commis- 
sion. The Federal appropriation is 
to be expended und@r the War De- 
partment’s direction, in accordance 
with the plans, specifications and 
recommendations. of the debris 
commission.

Razing of First of Eighty-four 


Work of demolishing the first of 
the large buildings on the thirty- 
two-acre tract that will be occupied 
by the immense market and ware- 
house plant of the Los Angeles Un- 
ion Terminal Company was started 
yesterday, when workmen began the 
razing of the four-story flat build- 
ing at the corner of Eighth street 
and Central avenue. 

In all, eighty-four buildings, in- 
cluding a brick warehouse, a church, 
several hotels and apartment-houses, 
flats, and a score of houses, are 
either to be torn down or moved. 
It will take some months to com- 
plete the razing work, under rush 
Orders. 

While this work is under way, 
Plans for two of the four huge six- 
story and basement warehouse build- 
ing and for the two two-story mar- 
ket buildings will be completed. The 
initial activity in the wrecking line 
is along Central avenue, for the rea- 
son that the earliest work of con- 
struction is to be on the market 
buildings, which will front fer 1250 
feet on this street.

XTORTION ATE RAU ROA D ERS. 

The employees of railroads in the 
United States receive in wages annually 
$1,333,477,365. ‘The average monthly pay 
of a locomotive engineer is $148 per month, 
of a conductor $128, of other trainmen $85, 
of a telegraph operator and train dispatcher 
$90, of a machinist $86, of a carpanter $82, 
of a general office clerk $72 and of a 
station agent $68, of.a section foreman $64 
and of switch tenders, crossing ders 
and watchmen $60, 
_ Eighty per cent. of the railway em 
receive $57 per month and 20 per t. of 
them receive $104.50 per month. e 80 
per cent. are satisfied with their compensa- 
tion; the 20 per cent. are demanding a 25 
per cent. increase of pay with a threat, if 
their request for $100,000,000 additional 
pay is not granted, to strike and tie up the 


yees 


If the railroads shall grant the request 
they must take that one hundred millions 
of dollars out of the wages of the other 
employees, or out of the dividends of their 
stockholders, or out of the farmers and 
merchants and travelers who are compelled 
to patronize the roads. . 

Compared with wage workers generally 
the 309,174 men who make this demand are 
munificently paid, and the demand for a 
25 per cent. increase is a shameless attempt 
at extortion. 

The Railway Age-Ggzette says: “The re- 
sponsibilities of a section foreman (who re- 
ceives $64 per month) are certainly as great 
as of any trainman (who receives $85 per 
month) because the section foreman is 
charged with the duty of keeping the track 
in order. The station agent (who receives 
$68 per month) has long hours, and would 
any disinterested person familiar with the 
facts seriously contend that the amount of 
intelligence and energy required to per- 
form the duties of à station agent are not 
as great as the amount required to per- 
form the duties of an engineer or a con- 
ductor?” 

There is no justification for the wide 
discrepancy between the wages of em- 
ployees in train service, and clerks, station 
agents and section foremen. It is an un- 
righteous discrimination, which has been 
obtained by labor-unionism. Conceding that 
some additional compensation should be ac- 
corded to a skillful and experienced loco- 
motive engineer, is it not absurd that fire- 
men and brakemen, who have no real re- 
sponsibilities and have only manual labor 
to perform, should be paid 35 per cent. more 
than the average station agent or section 
foreman? Says the Railway Age-Gazette: 
“One of the worst features of the situation 
is that the gap between the train service 
and other employees has for years been 
steadily widening. Between 1904 and 1914 
the increases in the annua! wages of train 
service employees varied from 35 per cent. 
for engineers to 45 per cent. for brakemen. 
The increase in the wages of clerks mean- 
time was 148 per cent.; station agents, 
25.7 per cent.; of other station men, 20.6 per 
cent.; of section foremen, 27.5 per cent. Do 
the foregoing facts and figures indicate 
that the train service employees have any 
just ground for complaint regarding their 
present compensation? On the contrary, on 
the average, they are receiving every cent 
to which they are entitled. 

The tears which those who are so anxious 
to be philanthropic at the expense of others 
are shedding over the sad lot of the poor

There is at least one railway official in 
this country who will not succumb to the 
demands and threats of the railway train- 
hands. It is President E. P. Ripley of the 
Santa Fe. In his address to the employees 


Sunday, he says very frankly that a worker 
for the road can neither gain anything nor 
lose anything by belonging to a union and 
that any requést or demand that an em- 
ployee may have to present will gain no 
’ force by being presented through a union. 
He says that if the train men strike, other 
men will be hired to take their places. And 
what Mr. Ripley says he will do he will 
surely do. 

The train hands cannot by threats of or 
attempts at violence tie up the road. For 
every five train hands there are twenty- 
three other employees and the twenty-three 
will not permit the five to deprive them of 
their jobs. 


NATIONAL LEAGUE OF PEACE, 
A peace league does not necessarily in- 


clude any effort to put an end to the pres- 
ent European war. Its purpose is to pre- 
vent future wars after the present conflict 


shall have come to a close. The havoc 
caused by the fight between the allies and 
the central powers will incline the people 
who have suffered by it, and the people of 
the nations who have not been drawn into 
it, to join in an effort to secure permanent 
peace. 

Men and women still living will remem- 
ber when the country west of the Missouri 
River was involved to some extent in pri- 
vate war. In the absence of a competent 
authority to enforce order every man car- 
ried arms to protect his family and him- 
self. Vigilance committees were formed, 
and administered rude justice, until the 


their place. 

Controversies between nations have been 
adjusted and wars avoided by arbitration 
where no differences in the conception of 
justice and right were involved. It is not 
expected that any league of peace will suc- 
ceed in altogether abolishing wars, but such 
a league could succeed in greatly reducing 
the possibilities of war. |

The objection to this plan of a peace 
Teague is that it obliges all its members 
to declare war on any member violating the 
pact of peace. A nation which is a member 
of the league is required to pledge itself 
to go to war over a quarrel which is not of 
its making, in which it has no interest, and 
in which it may believe that substantial 
justice lies on the other side. 


If the nations of the earth could main- 


tain complete isolation, could pursue gach 
its own destiny without regard to the rest, 
if they were not affected by a war between 
two nations, or Hable to be drawn into it, 
if there were no overwhelming common 
interest in securing universal peacé the 
provision would be as absurd as the liability 
of an individual to take part in the posse 
comitatus of a community with which he 
had nothing in common. : 

But in every civilized country the public 
force is empléyed to prevent any man, how- 
‘ever just his claim, from vindicating his 
own right with his own hand instead of go- 


| ing to law; and every citizen is bound, 


when needed, to assist in preventing him, 
because that is the only way to restrain 
private war, and the maintenance of order 
is of paramount importance for everyone. 

Surely the family of nations has a like 
interest in restraining war between states, 

There is already a peace league between 
the United States and Great Britain en- 
tered into since the outbreak of the Euro- 
pean war. By treaty, ratifled on November 
14, 1914, it is provided that all disputes be- 
tween these powers of any nature whatso- 
ever shall, failing other methods of adjust- 
ment, be referred for investigation and re- 
port to a Permanent International Com- 
mission, with a stipulation that neither 
country shall declare war or begin hostill- 
ties during such investigation and before 
the report is submitted. 

But in the absence of a league among 
nations to enforce peace the formal agree- 
ment between the United States and Great 
Britain not to declare war against each 
other until after arbitration would be non- 
enforceable and utterly valueless. 

It has been suggested that a peace league 

_in order to enforce its decrees might resprt 
to economic pressure instead of military 
movements. Economic pressure would be 
applied by a universal agreement to have 
no commercial intercourse with the nation 
breaking the peace. But economic pressure 
might injure the nations inflicting it more 
than the nations receiving it. If all Europe, 
for instance, were to stop all trade with the 
United States it is a question whether we 
would not be benefited more than we would 
be injured by the “economic pressure.”

Count Okuma, who eseaped with the 


loss of a leg, and Viscount Mori, 
successfully assassinated. 

“The Japanese government itself 
is one of the wisest and most cool- 
headed governments in the world, but 
the elements represented by the 
soshi have more than once forced 
the hand of the government into an 
impetuous war. This danger is the 
greatest menace to our peace with 
Japan.”

“PICTURE BRIDES” AND 
IMMIGRATION. 


{CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES.)

ONGRESSMAN JOHN L. BUR- 
NETT, an authority in the 
House on immigration, speak- 

ing at a recent meeting of the Im- 
migration Committee, 
the so-called picture brides from 
Japan, with few exceptions, come 
to this country with little intention 
to marry, and that they are in many 
cases brought for immoral purposes. 
This is a grave charge and one 
which has no foundation whatever. 
To explain the picture bride, we 
must first of all explain marriage 
custom in Japan. In Japan when a 
child, whether boy or gil, reaches 
a marriageable age, it is the duty 
of the parents to find a suitable 
partner for him or her. Custom, 
however, rules that the conduct of 


the affair must be entrusted to a go- 


between, usually some discreet mar- 
ried friend. Having found a desir- 
able person, the go-between ar- 
ranges a meeting of the prospec- 
tive bride and groom, usually <hap- 
eroned by their parents. But be- 
fore this interview takes place, the 
parents on either side spare no 
pains in inquiring into the charac- 
ter, social standing, family relations, 
genealogy, health, education and 
what not of the young man ahd 
woman. 

If, as a result of this investiga- 
tion and meeting, the young man or 
woman express themselves in favor 
of the consummation of a marriage, 
the parents and the go-between pro- 
to make final arrangements 
for the wedding. If, on the contrary, 
their opinion is unfavorable the mat- 
ter is dropped, and the parents cast 
about for new candidates. 

Dr. William Eiltott Griffis, the 
greatest living American authority 
on Japan, finds so great a merit in 
this method of marriage that he 
calls it a real eugenic marriage. 

When a Japanese living in Amer- 
ica desires to marry he writes to 
his parents, asking them to find a 
suitable woman for his bride. The 
parents, following the usual cus- 
toms and rules, fix on an eligible 
person. If the prospective groom 
were in Japan the customary meet- 
ing with the prospective bride 
would follow. With him living in 
America, however, this meeting 
cannot be had. So he sends his 
photograph to the woman, and re- 
ceives her photograph in exchange. 
If this interview“ through photo- 
graphs proves satisfactory to both 
parties, the nuptial knot is tied at 
a ceremonial dinner from which the 
groom living in America is natur- 
ally absent but which is attended by 
the parents and relatives of both par- 
ties. This done the parents register 
— marriage with the proper author 

es. 
In the light of Japanese law, 
therefore, the so-called “picture- 
bride” has already been legitimately 
married before her departure for 
America where she is to join the 
groom, and no further proceedings 
are necessary in order to call them- 
selves man and wife before the 
American law. But to conform to 
the American custom and require- 
ments of ma ge the couple, upon 
the arrival of the bride, go through 
the proceedings required by t 
American law. 

Like any other system of mar- 


riage: this Japanese system is not 


without its defects. But on the 
whole the picture bride is happily 
wedded. There have been only few 
instances in which such marriage 
proved unsatisfactory. Indeed it 
is the universal opinién among 
more experienced, conservative 
Japanese residents in America that 
marriage through the exchange of 
photographs results in more felict- 
tous union than case in 
which the young man goes over to 
Japan and finds a bride himself; 
because in the former case the pre- 
caution, wisdom, experience and 
good judgment of the parents are 
fully utilized. 

The Japanese in America must 
marry and settle down in domestic 
life, if they are not to form a float- 
ing, shiftless, undesirable element of 
the community. Since they have 
shown greater desire for home life, 
drinking, gambling and other evil 
practices among them have become 


much less, and the moral condition 


of the Japanese community has been 
greatly improved. 

To insure the heppy marriage of 
the picture bride it has been the 
unwritten rule of the Japanese Con- 
sulate at San Francisco not to rec- 
ommend to the home government 
the issuance of a passport for her 
unless the prospective groom can 
prove to its satisfaction that he is 
adequately prepared financially to 
make a home for the bride. In the 
case of a workingman he must have 
a bank deposit of something like 
$800; in the case of a business man 
or a farmer he is required to prove 
that his financial position justifies 
him in assuming the duties of a 


husbagd. 
According to the California Board 


of Health there were 906 Japanese 


weddings in 1912 in the entire 
State; 718 in 1913; 887 in 1914, and 
915 in 1915. The record does not 
state how many of the brides were 
“pletare brides.”

ORCHESTRA AND HOFMANN A 
SUPERB COMBINATION. 


By Edwin Schallert. 


Our greatest artistic delights this 
season have come double. A month 
ago the Boston gOpera Company, 
which appeared in company with 
the Pavlowa Imperial Ballet Russe, 
gave us a week of rare and re- 
splendent beauty; last night the 
New York Symphony Orchestra, 
Josef Hofmann, opened an engage- 
nent that, in its way, promises to 


ve equally brilliant and fascinating. 


This combining of artistic efforts, 
as evidenced in the case of these or- 
ganizations, has made for a lavish- 
ness of scope this season seldom 
chronicled here or elsewhere in the 
West. 

The Boston Opera Company was 
in a sense new to Los Angeles, al- 
though the name of Paviowa exer- 
cised its ever-magnetizing in- 
flUence, and enjoyed some of the 
drawbacks that are the result, as 
evidenced in the differences in the 
meager. attendance the first part of 
the week and the numbers which 
crowded the theater to capacity the 
latter part. The New York Sym- 
phony Orchestra has been heard 
here before, and the name of Josef 
Hofmann spelt magic for the music- 
loving public, which turned out in 
all its fullness of numbers and gala 
raiment to do true justice to the 
superb combination of artistry last 
night at Trinity Auditorium. 

There is no question about the 
beauty and uniqueness of the offer- 
ing that has been brought to Los 
Angeles in the case of the Damrosch 
organization and its soloist, even as 
there was none in the instance of 
the Boston Opera Company -and 
Pavlowa. The present combination 
is affording the first opportunity not 
only this city, but the country at 
large, has had to enjoy the presen-|_ 
tation in fully adequate style of pi- 
ano concertos. 

The interpretation . the Rubin- 
stein work in G major, last night. as- 
sures rare excellence in that 
wondrousty-beautiful Schumann con- 
certo to be given this afternoon and 
the Chopin F minor to be played 
Thursday evening. The Rubinstein 
work, while it is unusually brilliant, 
is of lesser magnitude than either 
of the other two. 

MARVELOUS TECHNIQUE. 

A Vittle over a week ago there 
was a line in a local play offering 
to the effect that technique was 
something you spent your whole life 
in acquiring and when you give it 
to the public they do not want it. 
This is practically true of a tech- 
‘nique which predominates the work 
of an interpreter to such an extent 
that there is no room for art. This. 
however, is not the technique of 
Josef Hofmann, as displayed in the 
Rubinstein work. 


more exacting in their demands for 

flying fingers for the composition 
was written by one who Knew every 
little angle and corner of the 
planistic art of his day and who 
knew the art of intespretation as 
well, 

It wa sfascinating to watch the 
lightning-like movement of Hof- 
mann's hands across the piano keys 
during the progress of the concerto. 
Tt seemed as if there were never a 
moment of rest in the brilliant open- 
ing of the first movement and the 
scintillating close of the third, 

The audience gave their homage 
to the interpreter at the close of the 
number, so that one encore followed 
another until the sum of three was 
reached. There was the Rubinstein 
Melodie in D. the Mendelssohn 
“Spinning Song” and finally the 
Rachmaninoff Prelude in G minor, 
all plaved with the exquisite finish 
and refinement of touch and style of 
which Hofmann is so fully capable. 


BEAUTIFUL SYMPHONY. 


The great offering of the pro- 
gramme from a musical standpoint 
was the Tschaikowski Symphony in 
E Minor, No. 5, which was given 
a rendition under the compellingly 
authoritative baton of Walter Dam- 
resch, that made a picture of tragic 
beauty and majesty. e second 
movement, which is one of Tchai- 
kowsky’s most beautiful achieve- 
ments, with its deep, heart-searching 
song, was exquisite. The "cellos and 
violins, singing the sad melodic 
strains, seemed like one huge grip- 
pingly vital instrument. 

Mr. Damrosch got all the hysteri- 
cal unrest out of the turbulent fourth 
movement that it was possible to 
bring forth. It touched dangerous- 
ly close on madness in its broad ter- 
rible agonized sweep at times. 

The director’s own series of ex- 
cerps from the Iphigenia were dain- 
ty and graceful in the extreme, and 
fully in the classic mood. A ‘cello 
solo of especial beauty was given 
by Jacques Renard in Iphigenia’s 
“Farewell,” and the melodram for 
flute, clarinet and harp, was encored. 
The “Achilles Racing the Chariot” 
was highly descriptive in character; 
it had violent swifthess. 

Mr. Damrosch looks out upon his 
audience when he appears before 
them as impassively as of yore. He 
has that same firmness and certainty 
he has always possessed. He is ever 
and always the practical artist with 
that fine sense of beautiful things. 
Just a trifle awkward in some of his 
gesticulations at times, he is ever 
the fascinating conductor to watch, 
as the orchestra follows every chang- 
ing mood whose meaning is conveyed 
through the medium of his electric- 
ally magnetic baton.

After taking another look at the 
advance sales of angling licenses, 
Fish and Game Commissioner Con- 
nell ‘yesterday decided to meet the 
trout opening emergency with a 
force commensurate with the utterly 
unprecedented demands that now are 
certain to be made upon it. 80, in- 
stead of ten special men being put 
out, twenty will take the field under 
the regular deputies, who will estab- 
lish headquarters at the chief points 
of angling interest and direct field 
operations against “sdoners,” “limit 
stretchers,” “‘gafters,” “snaggers” and 
the multifarious other forms of 
cheating and crookedness which 
take unfair advantage of the consci- 
entious, law-abiding majority of 
sportsmen. . 

The patrol force m action May 1 
will surpass anything on record for 
Southern California and be in keep- 
ing with a turnout of anglers which 
will so far swamp precedent that 
entirely new ideas of fishing interest 
must be established thenceforth. 
From the. scant handful of men a 
few years back to the present busi- 
nesslike and straightforward conser- 
vation of the rights of the law-abid- 
ing -is a step very gratifying to the 
men whose license dollars finance 
propagation and protection work in 
this State. 

The men for extra duty all age be- 
ing picked carefully and those of 
them who make the best reoords for 
efficiency and show the characteris-

BUYING WATER PLANT S.

ANTA MONICA, April 18,—By 

unanimous vote today the City

TWO PLANS FOR 
NEW BUILDINGS. 


Bickering of Supervisors Over 
Hospital Structures. 


Decide Engineer is to Finish 
the Work He's Begun. 


Architect's Ideas. 


After an all-day “argument on 
plans and specifications for the serv- 
ice and tuberculosis bulldings for the 
County Hospital, the Board of Su- 
pervisors late yesterday afternoon 
decided to have Consulting Engineer 
Schultz complete his plans for these 
structures and intimated that they 
will be used in preference to those of 
County Architect Lowe. 

: The debate on the merits of the 
two plans was held in public. yester- 
day after attention to the previous 
day’s star chamber session had been 
called in the newspapers. It was 
acrimonious and filled with numer- 
ous verbal tilts between all of the 
Supervisors, and particularly between 
Architect Lowe and Engineer 
Schultz, The latter, although sot 
claiming that graft was involved in 
the specifications of the County Ar- 
chitect, insinuated that Mr. Lowe 
had called for various building mate- 
rials that only certain contractors 
could furnish, and that for this rea- 
son he showed partiality. 

CLAIMS ECONOMY. 


These materials, he intimated, 
would increase the cost of the struc- 
ture in a marked degree. He en- 
deavored to show that his revamped 
specifications would cut down the 
cost of construction at least $25,000. 
Architect Lowe stated that his only 
reason for calling for certain mate- 
rials was that they would result in 
the construction of the very best 
type of buildings, outlasting many 
years those constructed of inferior 
products. 

Engineer Schultz, he declared, had 
mutilated the architectural appear- 
ance of the structures both as to in- 
terior and exterior. He made the al- 
legation that the engineer had been 
on the work only a small part of 
the time, rushing in and out of the 
office of the draughtsmen ffom day 
to day, praising and suggesting cer- 
tain ideas on one day and condenin- 
ing them on the next. He intimated 
that the plans of Schultz would mean 
only a bungled piece of work when 
the buildings are completed and that 
many hospital requirements sug- 
gested by physicians and nurses had 
been cast aside by the engineer’s as- 
sistants at the latter’s command in 
order to reduce prices, while mini- 
mizing efficiency at the same time. 
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
